POLICE GET THE MESSAGE 

Citing an unprecedented drop in calls received 
in 2018, the Hamptons Police Department is 
planning to adopt a new, voice message—based 
approach to dealing with incoming calls. 

The decision follows an analysis of year-over- 
year emergency call volume to the Hamptons 
Police dispatch. “Last year, the volume of calls 
dropped dramatically,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “We honestly had a 
bunch of people sitting around waiting for calls 
and practically nothing coming in, and we said

results are out and reveal that subways eid up

MOTORMAN’S ANNUAL HOLIDAY 
Two Fridays from now is the day when all the 
subway drivers—the motormen—have _ their 
annual party and retreat at Gurney’s Montauk 
Resort & Seawater Spa. Volunteer to be a 
motorman that day by stopping into Hamptons 
Subway headquarters in Hampton Bays for an 
interview. Lots of kids volunteer for this, but you 
have to be over four feet five inches to be able to 
see out the window of the motormen’s lead car. 
We'll be measuring you up. Must be available 
that day for either the 6 a.m. to 4 p.m. shift or the 
4 p.m. to 2 a.m. shift. You'll be standing the 
whole time. 


PROMOTION GONE WRONG 

Our new marketing director, Amos Finch, held 
a one day promotion last Friday where anyone 
with a special coupon could buy a $40 subway 
swipe card at the Southampton token booth for 
just one $20 bill. Unknown to Finch, the Subway 
police had that token booth under surveillance, 


notes that the emergency dispatchers are paid 
full-time salaries plus benefits, and that “mostly 
they just fart around on the internet.” 

Seeing an opportunity to repurpose the money 
that would otherwise be paid to the dispatchers, 
the Hamptons Police has invested in a voice- 
messaging system that will prompt the few callers 


who actually call in to leave a message with 


the department. “This isn’t like voicemail, so 
don’t freak out,” says Hirsch. “This is a system 
that records calls and, using sophisticated 
programming, determines how serious the 
situation is.” If the software determines that a 
situation is dire, says Hirsch, then the system 
immediately alerts officers who then follow up on 
the information. “On the other hand, if it’s a cat 
stuck in a tree, the system holds off on informing 
the officers until there’s a lull.” 

By implementing the new system and 
eliminating the dispatchers, the Hamptons Police 
will free up close to $200,000, which Hirsch 
notes will go to satisfying outstanding needs 
within the department. “Right now, we’ve got a 
proposal out to upgrade the pool and spa facilities 
at our Montauk Police Recreational Center,” says 


hoping to catch a group of counterfeiters who 
were passing bogus $20s there.

WAINSCOTT STATION TO BE EXTENDED 

Subway officials voted last Thursday to .extend 
the Wainscott Station by 30 feet. That station was 
built in 1965 when Wainscott “came of age,” but 
due to an error in the building plans, it was found 
that the platform length could only accommodate 
six cars at a time instead of the necessary seven. 
Though most people are familiar with the “double 
stop” at Wainscott where the train stops once to ~ 
unload then pulls up 30 feet to stop again, we 
still get complaints about it from those not in the 
know. The cost of jackhammering out the insides 
of the tunnel on the eastern end of the platform 
will be great. but we think it will be worth it in 
the end. The project is expected to be completed 
by 2021. In the meantime, use the western side 
of the existing platform for boarding the trains, 
which will now do a “triple stop” to accommodate 
the additional cars that won’t fit on the reduced 
sized platform during the construction. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 
Next week, at the request of President Trump,

Hirsch. “It would be nice to expedite that work 
to have a chance to reopen the pool before the 
middle of summer, and that’s going to require 
some ready cash.” 

The dispatchers, for their part, have not been 
too outspoken in their complaints about the 
elimination of their positions, as some hope to 
be reassigned within the department. But they 
clearly disagree with the decision. “This is the 
worst idea ever,” said one current dispatcher who 
expects to be let go after the new system is in 
place. He spoke on the condition of anonymity. 
“I mean, if you're in any kind of emergency 
situation and you call in and you get transferred to 
voicemail, you're going straight into panic mode. 
I suspect that most of the voicemails received 
will be frightened people hyperventilating. 
This is a crazy, unworkable plan. It will be a 
total disaster.” . 

Hirsch, for his part, dismissed the criticism and 
noted that the dispatchers naturally would rail 
against the loss of their “cushy” jobs.

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Say Goodbye 


After 44 Years, This Year’s H amptons Cat Float Might Have Been Its Last.

early 900 vans and trailers arrived last 
Friday afternoon at the East Hampton 
Airport to attend the 44th annual Hamptons Cat 
Float. Inside were approximately 4,000 excited 
participants with their 900 cats, franks and 
burgers, beer coolers, BB guns, helium balloons, 


binoculars, blankets, folding chairs and barbecue 


grills and the obligatory boom box radios unique 
to this event. Friends were made. Dinners were 
cooked up. Then everyone, excited about what 


was to come, tried to get some sleep before 


getting up at the crack of dawn on Saturday. 

The first Hamptons Cat Float took place in 
1975, when farmer Ezekiel Brown and some 
of his friends launched their cats over the 
Brown potato field in Sagaponack. The animals, 
suspended from helium balloons, seemed to 
enjoy it. In recent years, the Cat Float has moved 
from the farm to the airport. It takes place on 


the first sunny Saturday after the Sag Harbor- 


HarborFrost, which happened this year on 
February 23. Obligingly, the airport shuts down 
at noon on Friday, when the first trailers arrive 
and stays shut until Sunday morning. 


Saturday is quite the day. On that morning at 
7.a.m., just after sunrise, the Cat Float begins 
as a salute cannon atop the airport terminal is 
fired. With that, each cat, in colorful silk ribbon 
harness, is attached to the end of a rope attached 
to a helium balloon to be launched off to wherever 
the winds might take them. This year’s event had 
the largest turnout ever, probably because this 
year’s Cat Float might prove to be its last. 

This reporter walked in the pre-dawn stillness 
along the rows of vans and SUVs parked alongside 
Runway 52 an hour before the cannon shot. 
It was 48°, with wind gusts of seven miles an 
hour. I spoke to some of the cat floaters whose 
doors were open with their lights on inside at 


_ that hour. 


“It’s a sad day for cat floaters,” said Barbara 
Renfrew of Casper, Wyoming, who along with her 
husband came out onto the tarmac to talk to me. 
Both were in their 60s. “As we do every year, we 
drove our trailer all the way to attend this event, 
which we love so. It’s a three-day drive. If they 
shut it down, so bet, but it will hurt a lot of cat 
floaters. And a lot who are not cat floaters.” 

“This is what’s wrong with America,” her 
husband, Cal, commented.

Their gray tabby, Hector, appeared at the 
trailer door to see what was going on and slunk 
around sadly in the doorway. Cats have great 
instincts, and even when they are excited and 


happy for their upcoming flights, swishing their 


tails back and forth, they know when things are 
going wrong. 


We spoke with Allison Bankovitz and her . 


husband, Theo, retirees in from Lake Havasu, 
New Mexico. They were eating breakfast inside 
their trailer, but with the door open. Their cat 
was having his breakfast, too, right on the table 
with them. I wasn’t invited in, but they talked to 
me as I stood in their doorway. . 

“We won one of the First Prizes seven years 
ago,” Allison said. 

“What was it?”. 

“A silver cup. I still have it. Only 10 people got 


silver cups at the awards ceremony.” 


“We'll do it again,” her husband chimed in. He 
was softly scratching their cat’s back as he ate.

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after all. You can’t stop a tradition such as this. 
And it’s just one weekend.” 

“But now the Town has banned helium 
balloons,” I said. “It’s a decision to save the 
environment. No more party balloons can be 
released above the Town.” 

“Well, that will do it,” said Claiborne with a sigh. 
“It survived objections from environmentalists, it 
survived objections from the FAA, from people 
living near the airport, from the ASPCA. To tell the 
truth, I’ve liked this event very much.” 

The sun peeked over the horizon at 6:40 a.m., 
bathing the entire scene in a sharp morning light. 
Twenty minutes to go. What a scene. The trailers 
were side-by-side for the entire mile of Runway 
52. The helium balloons, all 900 of them, floated 
10 feet up in a long line on the runway, held down 
by ropes whose ends were under the identical 
Cat Float bricks that everyone had been issued. 
Smoke from the morning bacon and sausages 
on the barbecues wafted into the air on the 
slightest breeze. 

Off in the distance, along the wire fence that 
borders the airport, the Army marksmen, six of 
them, were now out of their vehicles and into 
their sharpshooter positions. Those floating cat 
balloons that might go over the fence and above 
the trees off the airport property without being 
brought down by the entrants with their beebee 
guns would be dealt with by a single, accurate 
marksman’s shot. Overhead, circling, was the 
spotter plane to guide the marksmen, and also to 
shoo away any aircraft approaching the airport 
who, in spite of all the publicity, were unaware of 
the temporary closing. 

With 10 minutes to go, the entrants emerged

y wife wanted me to tell this story.

I was glad it was. It would light my way into the 
library beyond. 

I shuffled along. I was in my socks. The floor 
of the dining room is bricks that were set over 
wires when installed.

I have to get that fixed one of 
these days, or if the estimate is astronomic, just 
forget it. 

I shuffled into the library, flicking a switch to 
light up the room as I entered.

Back then, we pasted galley sheets of 
stories onto boards, slid them into a big envelope 
and gave them to a driver to take to the printer 
in Long Island City. Since computers, you finish 
up, press a button and bang, it’s there. It still 
amazes me. ; 

I'd driven about halfway home that night when 
a cop turned on his flashing lights and pulled 
me over. I gave him my license and registration. 

You’re wandering all over 
the road, he said. Was I impaired? Had I been 
drinking? I told him I hadn’t been drinking but 
was impaired. It had been a 13-hour day and I 


could hardly see straight. But the paper was out,

M arc Rowan, co-founder of the crate 
equity firm Apollo Global Management 
and worth over $3 billion according to Forbes, 
bought Duryea’s Lobster Deck a few years agg. 
For about a century before, this was a lobster 


wholesale business and icehouse without any: 


retail space. By. the time Rowan got it, it had 
become a take-out lobster bar with a few tables 
and chairs on an outside dock in disrepair, where, 
if you requested it, waiters and waitresses would 
bring you your order on paper plates. The retail 
and wholesale'business were now minimal. The 
several buildings on this property were historic, 
the location faced the sunset over water, and it 


was just a wonderful thing to go down there for. 


a lobster roll and fries and a nice beer. It was 
also surrounded by residential homes, at least on 


the north side, and also across the street, where 
Rowan also bought some property. 


In 2015, Rowan proposed to tear the 
whole thing down and rebuild it as a 
6,360-square-foot restaurant seating 


100 inside and 50 outside. As many as 350 
customers could potentially be there at any 
one time. ae 
Since the place had no zoning for a restaurant 
and had been only categorized for takeout as 
an accessory to its retail-wholesale business, it 
remained to be seen how it could be converted 
into a restaurant, particularly one of a size that 
would rival Gosman’s over at Montauk Harbor. 
Plans and lawsuits shot back and forth over 
the next three years. But then two weeks ago, 
a settlement was reached. According to the 
Independent, Rowan will get almost everything 
he asked for in exchange for not letting his 
dock be used for a ferry service from elsewhere,

although it could still be used as a drop-off 
point for launches from ships anchored offshore, 
opponents believe. 

The agreement gets around the lack of a 
restaurant designation by declaring that what 
is proposed is simply take-out service, but 
with waiters and waitresses to be employed 
to bring out food under a clause in the 
Americans with Disabilities Act that says 
customers requiring assistance or having 
any other condition can be provided with 


such wait-table services upon _ request. 
The word “restaurant” is never used, the 
report says.

estimates that last year he earned an income of 
$260 million on his deals. Mr. Shleifer wants 


to build a big project in the estate section of. 


Southampton by combining two adjacent 
oceanfront parcels to give him more room. 
His main house, if it gets approved, would be 
14,561 square feet. He also is asking to get 
approval for an adjacent 5,055-square- 
foot guesthouse. 

Members of a social group in Souuiampton 
called the Southampton Association often, by 
vote in their group, offer their approval—or, 
more often, disapproval—of such plans before 
the Village Board. Back in the bad old days, only 

those of a certain persuasion were accepted in 
this tight historic community. There were even 
clauses in the deeds of some of these properties 
saying that they could not be sold to individuals 
from certain minority groups. As it has happened, 
in 2016, objections were raised about the 
application of Mr. Shleifer by, among others, 
Susan Stevenson who is now the Chairwoman of 
the Southampton Village Board of Architectural 
Review and Historic Preservation, while at the 
same time she was a member and treasurer of the 
Southampton Association. 
- As this project continues to bounce around 
through the various boards and courts, a recent 
demand by Mr. Schleifer’s"attorney declares that 
-Ms. Stevenson, because of her affiliation with 
the Southampton Association, should recuse 
herself from Mr. Schleifer proposal to the Board 
of Architectural Review, as her appearance on 
that board is a conflict of interest with her 
other activities at the Southampton Association. 
To this writing, Ms. Stevenson has not 
recused herself. 

In 2017 the project got the go-ahead from the 
board, but then a lawsuit protesting this was filed, 
claiming that, according to the Southampton 
Press, in the approval process it was stated that 
the size of the house was appropriate for the 
parcel under zoning, although no consideration 
was given to its square footage. The lawsuit, which 
resulted in a judge overturning that approval, 
caused it to be sent back for further review.

Dunking Potatoes in Poxabogue — 


he first thing Marilee Foster wants me to know 
when we walk into the Sagaponack Farm Distillery 


off Sagg Road in Poxabogue is, “I am solidly a farmer.”- 


Marilee is a sixth-generation, full-time farmer who’s 
taken on distilling as an inevitable sideline. Her big 
‘brother, Dean, is off on a well-deserved ski vacation 
and their distiller Matt Beamer is asleep next door, in 
the midst of a 21-hour distillation. This leaves Marilee 
in charge in this rectifying stage of the run, “it’s just 
monitoring. The art of it has already taken place.” 

The large German-made still is a thing of beauty—a 
super hot jacket of shining metal and condensing 
columns worthy of any steampunk exhibition— 
bubbling away, producing delectable aromas. “It’s an 

' old-fashioned design with high-tech accouterments. I 
like gauges.” Spoken like her father Cliffs daughter. 
Clifford Foster passed away in 2017. He collected— 
and piloted—antique planes as well as farming 
contraptions. When Dean and Marilee first got into 
distilling, their mom, Lee, declared that the farming 
family had finally “achieved vertical integration!” 

A spacious tasting room with windows onto the 

' adjacent distillery is due to open this season. Marilee 

points out, “It is, in fact, an old dairy barn divided up.” 

A barnwood bar is topped with slices of a mammoth 

tree cut down on Parsonage Lane in 1984. It’s common 
knowledge this was a tree which an old farmer, who 


shall remain nameless, crawled under to sober up 


_ daily. When the space opens to the public, it will 
include a patio and the sizeable frontage will be 
planted in wildflowers, with paths throughout. 

' Marilee is planting a large rhubarb patch on the 
property as well. Though it’s a beautiful plant, this is 
not for looks. Rhubarb liqueur is just one of several

small-batch products to be sold exclusively at the 


tasting room. In fact, the team is only waiting on the 
labels to arrive for the rhubarb liqueur that has already, 
prior to public release, won a silver medal from the 
American Distilling Institute. Marilee raided the old 
rhubarb patch on the main Foster farm, down the road 
in Sagaponack proper, to make this first batch. Last 
year, complaints were registered with Marilee at the 
farmstand about the resulting scarcity of rhubarb. 
They're also working on a gin and they already 
have 53-gallon barrels full of processed Empire Rye 
aging on-site. Marilee says, “I love rye, so I’m really 
excited about that—but we hafta wait!” Plus there’s 
a bourbon and a traditional potato whiskey. Marilee 
describes the gin unabashedly as “absolutely fantastic! 
We've always grown these crops on the farm, everything

is 100% from the farm. Why do it if you’re not gonna 
be yourself?” 

Traditionally, farmers had to start planting potatoes 
on St. Patrick’s Day—not for the divine blessing but 
because that was the right time in the calendar, when 
the earth began to “spring” into action. Since 1995, 
Marilee has marked “a consistent march” toward a 
later planting, now in April. This is problematic, in 
part, because potatoes are a long-season crop and 
October has become a “flood month.” Marilee doesn’t 
like to get into any political discussion of climate 
change but assures, “This is happening.” 

And so this family farm team has adapted. Beamer 
is married to a cousin of the Fosters, so it’s “still” one 
family. First they tried their hands at potato vodka in 
“a tiny still,” and used 10-gallon barrels. Marilee says 
it wasn’t the best vodka but it was clear that “the thing 
about distilling is that you do get down to the essence 
of the thing—those are my potatoes! I tasted it. To 
capture the spirit of our Bridgehampton Loam—the 
terroir—is really exciting!” 

While vodka, by: definition, is supposed to be 
flavorless, nowadays it’s widely accepted that an 
artisan vodka can—and should—have some flavor. 
Sagaponacka is a “sipping vodka,” with great aromas. 
Marilee recommends imbibing it cold and straight, 
maybe alongside some of their farm’s Tiger Spud 
Potato Chips. But she has been known to riff on 
the Moscow mule cocktail—with the “Poxabogue 
Pony’—made with lemongrass and ginger grown on 
the farm.
